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REMARKS 

Prosecution History of Claim 13 

A response to a restriction requirement was filed with the Patent and Trademark Office 
(PTO) on October 4, 2006; claim 13 was amended. 

A response to a non-final Office action was filed with the PTO on May 15, 2007; claim 
13 was improperly amended. 

A response to a non-compliant amendment was filed with the PTO on October 10, 2007; 
the text of claim 13 was not changed from the May 15, 2007 response. In claims 1 and 29, 
typographical errors that arose from a formatting error during the conversion and subsequent 
electronic submission of the document were corrected. 

Objection by Examiner to Claim 13 

The Examiner has pointed out on the Continuation Sheet (PTOL-324) of the current 
Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment that claim 13, as amended in the response filed May 15, 
2007, does not reflect the prior version which was filed with the PTO on October 4, 2006. Thus, the 
May 15, 2007 amendment was found to be non-compliant. 

Applicants have amended claim 13 to reflect the prior version which was filed on 
October 4, 2006, and to reflect the current claim amendments filed on May 15, 2007. Claim 13 has 
also been amended to be dependent from claim 1. 

This listing of claims will replace all prior versions and listings of claims in this 
application, and addresses all issues raised by the Office in this and the previous Notice of Non- 
Compliant Amendment.
